No matter how jitilc the maimgcr, tlic t ii- 
Icrprisr run not snccciMl it for any reason tin- siili- 
or(linh!eH are not iitted lor the positions to whieli 
they are assigned, and herein lies the key to the fail- 
ure of Wilson iidniinisti'iition. 

Ilavli g had no buMinesH experience liiuiaelt', tin' 
Presid<>rit should have made a special effort to«t' 
cure tl'i- assistance of men of large experience in 
liandliM'.': importiint iiinttcrs, hot with one or two 
exceptions his ealtinet api)ointnient8 were monu- 
mental mistakes, and were made for sectional, po- 
litical or personal reasons apparently without any 
regard lo the Illness or ability of the men.

with the roundheaded apple tree borer 
In a new Farmers' Bulletin, No. 675, 
of the I'liited States I leparliiieiit of 
Agriculture. A heavy application of 
some paint that will not injure the 
trees, but will remain In an unbroken 
coat on the bark for two or three 
months, IS effective in preventint; the 
femali' from laying her eggs In the 
tree, and greatly reduces the amount 
of worming, or the removal of the in- 
sects with a knife and wire, that must 
he done.

The roundheaded apple tree borer, 
the nrast destructive of a number of 
Himllar pests, lays its eggs In or un- 
der tlie hark of apple trees .After 
hatching the larvae feed upon the in- 
ner bark and wood to such an extent 
that the tree Is seriously weakened or 
killed. The pest Is found over the 
wliide of the eastern portion of the 
I'nited States and as far west us .Ne- 
braska, Kansas and New Mexico. In 
addition to frlut trees. It feeds on 
service, wild crab and mountain ash 
trees, which makes il acUisalile for or- 
chardtsts to remove these varieties for 
a distance of at least a hundred yards 
from their orchard.

Urdinarily tho beetle lives about for- 
ty or fifty days. It Is about three- 
fourtba of an inch In length, light 
brown in color above, with two broad 
white bands. Joined in front, extend- 
ing the full leugth of the back; the 
underparta and front of the head are 
white. The females rarely fly any 
considerable distance, so that If the 
iininediati' \icinlty of an orchard can 
be kept free from them, there Is little 
danger of a aerioua infestation.

The most common method of rld- 
iling an orchard of tliese pests is to 
cut away the bark sutHclently to traci' 
the burrowa made by the borer. A 
hooked wire Is then Inserted Into the 
burrow ami the Insect pulled out. If 
I made w ith care, the wound In the 
tree caused by this process will heal 
readily. The eastings at the base of 
the tree aerve as an Indication of the 
presence of thte borera. Where the 
burrows are curved or obstructed in 
some way so that the wire can not be 
Inserted, cotton batting dipped In car- 
bon bisulphide should be inserted and 
the bole then plugged with moist 
eaitli The gas from the carbon bi- 
sulphide will penerate all parts of the 
burrow and kill the borer.

In addition to worming, as this pro- 
cess Is called, paint Is often used to 
prevent the beetles laying their eggs. 
Pure white lead and raw linisa d oil. 
mixed rather thick, will not injure the 
trees, and when applied to young, 
smooth hark, will form a protective 
coat during the egg-laying season. It 
is probable tlint tbia la a more ef- 
fective manner than wrapping the 
trees with building paper, cotton bat- 
ting, cloth or othi'r materials soiiie- 
tlmes used for this purpove. Uefure 
painting, however, the earth ahould be 
removed' from the base of the tree for 
a depth of from three to four inches. 
The surface of the trunk thus exposed 
should be first scraped and painted 
and the earth then replaced. This is 
necessary, for the beetle occasionally 
lays her eggs under instead of above

Holy Land, which ha,.s been growing 
ill stri'iiglh since the mitry of Tur- 
key Into the war, and which would 
lake away Palestine from the domina- 
tion of the Ottoman, and conserve and 
develop It aa a shrine and miiReiiiii 
for niaiikliid, lends fresh Interest to 
ih(! observations upon this center of 
world pilgrimage, recently prepared 
I y James Bryce, former British am- 
hiissador to the I'nited Slates, for the 
.National (Jeographic Society. That 
Palestine, after all, would not be so 
great a reaervation for mankind, in 
point of area, appeara In the com- 

menta of Ixird Hryce upon its sl/.e: 

"Palostlne is a tiny little country. 
I lioiigh the traveler's handbooks pre- 
pare him to And it small, it aurprlses 
him by being smaller than he expect- 
ed. Taking it as the region between 
the .Mcdilerraiieau on the west and 
the Jordan and the Dead sea on the 
east, from the spurs of Lebanon and 
Hermon on the north to the desert at 
HeerBheba on the south. It Is only IH' 
miles long and from titty to sixty 
broad — that is to say, it Is smaller 
than New Jersey, whose area la 7,600 
square miles. \ 

"Of this region large parts did not 
really belong to Israel. larael bad. In 
tact, little more than the hill country, 
which lay between the .Ionian on the 
east and iIk' iiiaritinie plain on the 
West. King l)a\id. in the days of his 
power, looked down from the bill 
( It lea of Benjamin, Just north of Je- 
nii-alem, upon Philistine enemies only 
twenty-live mih'S off, on the one side, 
and looked across the Jordan to .Mo- 
iiblle enemies about aa far off, on the 
other. 

"Nearly all the eventa In the history 

ot Israel that are recorded In the Old 
Testaiiieiii iiiippiiied within « terri- 
tory no bigger than the state of Cun- 

i. eeticut. whose area la 4,800 aquare 
miles . and into hardly any otln'r 
count I y lias there Ix-eii crowded froin 
tin- days of Aliraliaiii until our own 
time so much history — iliat is to say, 
so many eventa that have been re- 
corih-d and deuerve to be recorded In 
the annals of iiiaiikind."

C.— After weeks of 
silence, the news coineH that the iier- 
sistent little army of Montenegro has 
taken to iUeif ScuUrl, the principal 
city and fortress of Albania, which 
fell before the vieiorloiis .Montene- 
grins in the first Halkan war, and 
from whic h the soldiers of the moun- 
tain klugdom were compelled to retire 
by the action of Austria-Hungary. The 
.Montenegrins have had considerahl" 
practice in attacking Sciiiaria through 
llii ir .^(Mi \iars of Intermittent strug- 
gle with the Turks, and all of the 
problems involved in an advance by 
the aide of th^ Lake of Scutari to 
the city between the mountains urn 
doiihiless thoroughly known to the 
present military leaders of the tiny 
state. A deacriptlon of this city, a 
strategic point for the domination of 
northern Albania, is given In the most 
cent statement of the National 
ographic Society, issued In its se- 
ries of war-geography atudlea. The 
atement ri'ails:

"Scutari has military value as com- 
manding northern Albania, and aa be- 
ing a key position on the northern 
<ad of the plain that stretches rniiii 
le town into the country's interior. 
I Ihe most important city in the 
newly created Albanian nation, having 
population of more than 32,0()ti, and 
oiiie transit and export trade. II 
as losl considerable of its commerce, 
how vver, to Salonica and other neigh- 
boring ports which enjoy the advan-
